Changchun, 
M anchuria,

(AP.)—The process of tuning up 
Ja p a n ’s powerful war machine for 
the avowed annexation of the prov­ 
ince of Jehol to M anchukuo is pro­ 
ceeding steadily. 
M ilitary authori­ 
ties gave assurances Sunday, how- 
ever, that there is no intention to 
begin the drive before the end of 
this m onth or early in March. 
The Japanese were continuing ef­ 
forts to persuade the Chinese to set­ 
tle the Jehol question peaceably, but 
there appeared to be scant hopes of 
such a settlement. 
Japan contends the Chinese prov­ 
ince of Jehol rightfully is part of 
the Japanese-sponsored state Man- 
ehukuo and intends to bring about 
its annexation. 
Tang-yu-lin, Governor of Jehol, 
appears to be definitely committed 
to follow the Chinese war lord. 
Chang Hsiao-hang, in hostility to­ 
ward Manchukuo. 
Troop movements supposedly are 
being kept secret, but it has been 
impossible to conceal big Japanese 
concentrations at all strategic points 
along Jehol's eastern frontier. The 
M ukden-Shanhaikwan railway has 
been devoted exclusively to military 
purposes.
